Mr. Hearst leaped into the fray by 


vigorous editorial support of

Mayor and Senator Copeland came 
out for Hylan. 
Just as many well 


known 
Democrats 
swung to 
the 


Walker ticket. The Hylan boroughs, 
especially, developed defections. Sev- 
eral women leaders 
declared 
they 


would not fight against the leader- 
ship of Gov. Smith. 


WON'T PROMISE 


The Tammany and Bronx leaders,

armistice ? The governor knows full wiell," 
but he does not say so, that the Liberty 
bond issues made during the war must 
be retired and the interest must be met. 
He knows that these loans constitute a 
fixed charge that cannot be evaded, and 
that their cost will continue, whether 
young La Pollette or an/ one else is sit- 
ting in the .United States' senate. 


He knows^that the "expenditure of the 


Veterans bureau is an expense of govern- 
ment that was unknown in 1915, and 
that its cost must continue. At (any rate, 
the candidate for whom Mr. Elaine speaks 
has not so far as we know proposed to 
abolish the Veterans bureau. 


Mr. Mellon's own department, that of 


the treasury, has doubled its expenses, 
says Mr. Elaine/ He says nothing about 
the cost of administering 
the national 


prohibition law being added to the expen- 
ses of the federal government since 1915, 
nor does he say that the cost of admin- 
istration of the treasury department has 
been increased, because Secretary Mellon 
has not had his recommendations followed 
in regard to the federal income tax law.

So you see the.person who feels or, worse, 
expresses any question, suspicion or repulsion of 
that kind in regard to the pimples of youth betrays 
his own ignorance or credulity or malice. 


Blackheads and pimples happen in youth because 


that is the time when the glands which produce 
the skin oil are most active, and so we must con-, 
sider this dreadful affliction more or less physio- 
logical.

A PAINFUL CHAPTER IN AMERI- 


CAN LITERATURE 


One of the most painful chapters in 


the history of American literature is 
the story of James Fenimore Cooper's 
controversy with the American-press.
